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The  Pioneer  Valley  Region 


The  Pioneer  Valley  Region  of  Western  Massachusetts 
is  the  fourth  largest  metropolitan  area  in  New 
England.  The  602,868'  residents  of  the  "Valley"  live 
in  43  communities  ranging  in  size  from  the  rural 
town  of  Tolland,  population  289,  to  the  central  city 
of  Springfield,  the  urban  heart  of  the  Valley,  with 
156,983  residents. 

Prime  business  sites  are  available  in  new  and  in 
renovated  historic  buildings  located  in  central 
business  districts,  suburban  areas,  or  in  one  of  the 
many  well-established  business  and  industrial  parks 
throughout  the  region.  Many  older  industrial 
buildings  in  the  region  are  also  being  re-developed 
as  business  incubators.  These  have  been  the  first 
homes  of  a  number  of  successful  enterprises  in 
recent  years. 

The  Five  College  area  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Region  is 
anchored  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  at 
Amherst,  one  of  the  leading  research  universities  in 
the  Country.  The  set  of  five  is  completed  by  world- 
renovmed  Smith,  Mt.  Holyoke,  Amherst,  and 
Hampshire  Colleges. 

The  area  is  cris-crossed  with  interstate  highways, 
freight  and  passenger  rail  lines.  Springfield  is  the 
hub  of  the  Peter  Pan  Bus  System,  the  second  largest 
private  carrier  in  the  country.  There  are  a  number 
of  airports  ranging  from  grass  strips  for  weekend 
fliers  to  Westover  Air  Reserve  Base.  Westover 
provides  a  world  class  air  freight  facility  for  both 
military  and  public  users  and  is  home  to  the  439''' 


Airlift  Wing  of  Galaxy  C-5A  aircraft,  the  heavy  lifter 
of  the  U.S.  mihtary.  Nearby  is  Bradley  International 
Airport,  gateway  to  the  region  for  world  travelers. 

About  This  Report 

Employee  counts  for  1994  are  restricted  to  full-time 
employees.  The  report  includes  only  those  employ- 
ers with  fifty  or  more  full-time  employees  working 
at  locations  within  the  Pioneer  Valley.  In  prior 
editions  and  in  many  other  statistical  sources,  no 
distinction  between  full-time  and  part-time  employ- 
ees is  made. 


'  1990  Census  of  Population  and  Housing 
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Data  for  this  report  were  collected  between  July 
1994  and  January  1995.  This  publication  is  the 
third  in  series  (1989,  1991,  1995)  released  by  the 
Pioneer  Valley  Planning  Commission.  Prior  releases 
included  all  employers  of  fifty  or  more  people.  Data 
were  provided  on  724  employers  in  1989  and  651 
employers  in  1991.  A  major  change  in  the  way  the 
data  are  tabulated  and  reported  in  this  publication 
results  is  a  report  which  covers  395  employers. 

The  decline  in  the  number  of  major  employers  in 
this  report  also  reflects  local  trends  and  changes 
occurring  throughout  the  country  which  are  echoed 
in  this  region.  There  has  been  substantial  consoli- 
dation in  the  financial  and  manufacturing  sectors  of 
the  region.  For  example,  a  number  of  banks  which 
were  distinct  entities  just  a  few  years  ago  are  now 
part  of  a  single,  larger  enterprise^.  Of  the  total  drop 
in  the  number  of  employers  reported  from  1991  to 
1995,  business  consolidation  and  changing  busmess 
conditions  account  for  part,  while  procedural  and 
definition  changes  account  for  the  balance. 

One  key  procedure  change  involves  reporting  of 
public  sector  employees.  All  employees  of  a  city  or 
town,  whether  in  the  schools  or  any  other  depart- 
ment of  local  government,  are  now  shown  as 
employees  of  a  single  employer.  In  prior  reports, 
school  boards  and  their  employees  were  listed 
separately  from  the  rest  of  municipal  employees^.  If 
a  regional  school  district  crosses  city  or  town 
boundaries,  regional  school  employees  are  still 


reported  as  working  for  the  regional  school  rather 
than  as  employees  of  the  regional  school  district 
constituent  tovras.  Overall,  however,  consolidation 
of  school  employees  with  all  others  employed  by 
local  governments  results  in  a  number  of  "employ- 
ers" dropping  from  the  list. 

A  determined  effort  was  made  to  link  firms  with 
different  names  where  these  firms  are  under  com- 
mon ownership  and  operation.  All  employees  of 
such  consolidated  entities  are  reported  as  being  the 
employees  of  a  single  employer.  Consolidation  of 
firms  previously  listed  as  separate  entities  along  with 
actual  mergers  and  buyouts  since  the  last  edition  of 
the  "Inventory  of  Major  Employers"  helped  some 
companies  reach  the  minimum  cut-off  of  50  em- 
ployees for  inclusion  in  the  report.  But,  overall, 
consolidation  resulted  in  more  firms  disappearing 
from  the  list  between  1991  and  1995  than  it  did  in 
new  firms  appearing  on  the  list. 

A  major  national  trend  involves  firms  meeting  their 
labor  needs  with  more  part-time  personnel  in  place 
of  smaller  numbers  of  full-time  employees.  This 
switch  has  been  particularly  pronounced  in  the 
retail  and  food  service  industries.  In  general, 
switching  to  more  part-time  employees  means  the 
headcount  of  total  persons  employed  by  an  enter- 
prise wiW  increase  while  the  total  hours  worked 
remains  the  same  or  even  drops  off.  Many  such 
substantial  enterprises  now  employ  only  a  small 
cadre  of  full-time,  benefited  employees.  For  ex- 


ample, a  busy  fast  food  restaurant  open  seven  days  a 
week  nearly  around  the  clock  may  operate  with  only 
three  regular  full-time  employees  as  the  core  of  the 
operation  with  thirty  to  forty  additional  part-timers 
making  up  the  staff  as  needed. 


The  report  reflects  the  situation  prior  to  the  announced  merger  of 
Shawmut  National  and  Fleet  Financial 
In  some  cases  Housing  Authority  of  municipally  owned  utility 
employees  were  also  listed  as  the  employees  of  a  distmct  employer 
other  than  the  city  or  town  government. 
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Employment  Changes,  Overall  and  by  Sector 


Employment  data  are  available  at  both  the  national 
and  regional  levels  from  a  number  of  public  and 
private  sources.  Comparing  the  numbers  provided 
by  these  different  sources  can  be  confusing.  The 
reader  should  keep  in  mind  that  the  actual  number 
of  persons  employed  and  the  number  of  firms  in 
operation  is  in  constant  change.  As  there  is  no 
central  employment  registry  in  the  U.S.,  employ- 
ment (and  unemployment)  figures  must  be  derived 
indirectly  from  administrative  records  and  business 
tax  filings. 

Different  agencies  of  government  and  private 
information  "vendors"  use  different  kinds  of  data 
including  protected  and  proprietary  data  only 
available  to  themselves,  to  arrive  at  estimates  of  the 
ever  changing  employment  picture.  To  protect  the 
confidentiality  of  individuals  and  employers,  the 
data  are  generally  only  given  out  to  the  public  in 
summary  form  making  it  even  harder  to  resolve 
differences  among  the  many  sources. 

Following  are  descriptions  and  comparisons  of 
some  of  the  major  employment  data  sources.  This 
discussion  provides  a  context  for  the  data  reported 
in  the  Inventory  of  Major  Employers  which  follows.

Table  A  relies  upon  Census  Bureau  data  collected  by 
the  national  economic  census  held  every  five  years, 
and  on  unemployment  insurance  and  payroll  tax 
data  collected  by  state  agencies.  These  data  are 
processed  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  (BLS) 
and  used  by  the  Census  Bureau  to  update  their 
County  Business  Pattern  series  of  publications 
between  the  economic  censuses. 

Table  A  (top  section)  shows  part  of  a  consistent 
picture  which  emerges  from  all  the  various  sources. 
There  was  an  overall  decline  in  employment  from 
1989  to  1991  in  the  region,  but  the  decline  was  not 
uniform  across  all  economic  sectors.  The  service 
sector  had  nearly  level  employment  numbers 
through  the  period.  As  a  result,  while  other  sectors 
declined,  the  service  sector  increased  its  share  of  the 
total  employment  in  the  region. 

Looking  at  enterprises  with  fifty  or  more  employees 
(bottom  section  Table  A),  one  sees  the  same  pattern 
emerging.  Overall,  the  number  of  large  employers 
dropped  and,  as  might  be  expected,  the  drop  in  the 
number  of  large  employers  is  generally  the  greatest 
in  those  same  sectors  which  lost  the  most  in  em- 
ployment.

Employment  Trends  in  the  Springfield  Metropohtan  Statistical  Area  (MSA) 


Table  B  provides  a  different  view  of  developments 
and  brings  the  picture  up  to  1994.  The  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Employment  and  Training  (MA- 
DET)  uses  employment  reports  by  establishments 
(tax  documents),  to  provide  benchmark  counts  of 
enterprises  and  total  employees.  These  reports  are 
revised  annually,  generally  in  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year.  For  the  rest  of  the  year,  applications  for 
unemployment  insurance  and  voluntarily  submitted 
survey  data  from  employers  provide  estimates  of 
changes  in  employment  by  sector.  MA-DET  esti- 
mates for  each  year  are  re-published  in  subsequent 
years  to  reflect  the  process  of  "re -benchmarking"  of 
the  underlying  total  figures.  Re-benchmarking 
makes  comparisons  from  year  to  year  using  these 
data  a  somewhat  tricky  process. 

For  example,  the  MA-DET  estimates  for  September 
1993  as  first  pubhshed  indicated  a  slight  decline  in 
overall  employment  from  213,600  to  211,600  when 
compared  to  the  figures  first  published  for  Septem- 
ber of  1992.  The  data  released  the  next  year 
indicate  that  instead  of  employment  declining  as 
first  reported,  the  re-benchmarked  data  indicates 
employment  rose  from  213,600  to  240,000  or  more 
than  12%  between  September  1992  and  September 
1993.  It  is  clear  that  between  1991  and  1993,  there 
was  a  turnaround  in  the  employment  picture, 
nationally  and  in  the  Pioneer  Valley.  The  MA-DET 
methodology  makes  this  moment  in  time  difficult  to 
pinpoint,  however. 

Table  B  reports  the  total  employment  by  sector  (top 
section)  and  then  breaks  out  employment  by  sector 
as  a  percent  of  total  employment  (bottom  section) 
for  each  time  period.  This  break-out  enables  the 
reader  to  see  the  change  in  the  relative  size  of 
sectors  without  the  complexity  of  analyzing  bench- 
mark effects.  The  pattern  that  emerges  from  exami- 
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nation  of  Table  B  confirms  the  findings  of  Table  A: 
employment  declines  across  all  sectors  except 
services  from  1989  to  1992  and  recovery  occurs  in 
all  sectors  except  manufacturing  since  1992. 


The  County  Business  Patterns  data  in  Table  A  and 
the  MA-DET  data  in  Table  B  are  assembled  and 
presented  differently  N4A-DET  reports  combine  the 
Wholesale  and  Retail  sectors,  and  do  not  report  data 
for  the  Agricultural  sector  The  data  in  Table  B  cover 
the  Springfield  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (MSA) 
rather  than  the  whole  of  the  Pioneer  Valley.  The 
Springfield  MSA  includes  88%  of  the  population  of 
the  Pioneer  Valley,  but  excludes  Amherst  and  19 
other  communities  in  the  Region.  These  are  gener- 
ally the  smaller  communities  at  the  edge  of  the 
central  developed  core  of  the  region. 

Changing  patterns  in  number  of 
employees  per  employer 

Table  A  reveals  that  the  decline  in  the  number  of 
total  employees  in  the  1989  to  1992  period  was 
generally  less  than  the  decline  in  the  number  of 
employers  with  fifty  or  more  employees  over  the 
same  period.  This  was  true  for  most  sectors  -  the 
exceptions  being  Transportation,  Communications, 
Public  Utilities  and  Vv'holesale  Trade.  It  suggests  the 
larger  employers  were  hit  hardest  in  the  decline,  and 
that  the  smaller  firms  were  recovering  more  quickly 
from  its  effects.

In  occupations  which  involve  outdoor  work,  this  may  not  be 
the  best  choice  for  representative  week. 


Table  C  provides  a  more  detailed  look  at  this 
process.  The  sectors  are  sorted  by  the  percent 
change  in  total  number  of  establishments  (employ- 
ers) in  the  period  1987  to  1992.  Examination  of  the 
first  two  blocks  of  the  top  section  reveals  that  in 
every  sector  except  services  and  agriculture,  the  loss 
of  employers  was  less  than  the  loss  in  total  employ- 
ment. This  is  a  roundabout  way  of  discovering  that 
these  sectors  had  an  across  the  board  reduction  in 
the  average  number  of  employees;  a  discovery 
confirmed  in  the  bottom  section  of  Table  C  which 
gives  the  change  in  the  average  number  of  employ- 
ees for  each  sector. 

Table  C  (bottom  section)  also  includes  the  Median 
and  75''"  Percentile  for  the  number  of  employees  in 
each  establishment.  Mining  and  Unclassified  may 
not  be  reliable  data,  but  the  rest  of  the  sectors  tell  a 
clear  story.  Where  there  was  growth  in  employ- 
ment, the  change  in  overall  enterprise  size  was 
modest  compared  to  the  growth  in  total  employ- 
ment: it  was  the  small  and  medium  size  firms  that 
grew  the  most.  In  the  other  sectors,  it  is  the  drop  in 
the  number  of  employees  required  to  get  into  the 
top  25%  of  employers  (presented  as  a  drop  in  the 
75'^"  percentile  cut  ofO  that  shows  that  the  overall 
decline  in  employment  was  most  heavily  concen- 
trated among  the  larger  firms.

This  makes  it  possible 
to  quickly  see  patterns  in  change  in  the  degree  to 
which  the  sectors  are  dominated  by  large  employers.

Table  F  presents  the  changes  in  average 
wages,  number  of  establishments,  and 
number  of  employees  by  community  in 
which  persons  are  employed.  The  source 
for  this  table  is  the  MA-DET  data.  The 
totals  and  averages  for  the  Pioneer  Valley 
differ  in  these  data  from  those  in  the 
Cerisus  Business  Patterns  data,  differences 
arising  from  the  compilation  methods  used 
by  these  sources.  Overall,  the  picture  is 
consistent.  Table  G  presents  these  same 
data  in  descending  order  by  change  in 
total  employment  from  1987  to  1993.  The 
communities  at  the  top  of  the  list  led  the 
region  in  job  growth  through  the  period 
and  those  at  the  bottom  suffered  the 
greatest  job  loss.  But,  a  detailed  examina- 
tion of  the  changes  between  1987  and 
1990  and  again  between  1990  and  1993 
will  reveal  that  each  community  has 
experienced  both  ups  and  downs  in 
employment  and  number  of  establish- 
ments through  this  period.

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Summary 


It  is  difficult  to  bring  together  the  different  sources 
of  employment  data  to  tell  a  story  as  they  are  tied  to 
different  methods  of  collecting,  tabulating,  and 
reporting  data.  The  tale  can  be  untangled,  however, 
and  the  story  is  that  the  local  economy  had  suffered 
a  downturn  and  is  beginning  to  recover.  Further, 
that  recovery  is  being  led  by  the  smaller  firms. 
Although  the  major  employers  have  slipped  some- 
what in  their  dominance  of  the  local  economy,  they 
remain  a  major  force.    The  Inventory  of  Major 
Employers  presents  a  snapshot  of  these  enterprises 
and  their  current  condition. 

Description  of  the  Inventory  of 
Major  Employers: 

The  data  presented  in  the  balance  of  this  report 
were  largely  collected  by  telephone  interviews  with 
a  representative  for  each  enterprise  or  government 
unit.  Some  wTitten  response  to  the  questionnaire 
were  received  by  fax  or  mail.  Questions  on  the  data 
collection  instrument  included  the  number  of  full 
and  part  time  employees,  daily  schedules,  and  the 
nature  of  the  work  or  business  conducted  at  the 
location.  Callbacks  were  required  to  confirm  that 
multiple  location  enterprises  identified  in  the  initial 
round  of  calls  were  being  correctly  aggregated. 

Firms  or  government  units  which  could  or  would 
not  respond  to  the  telephone  interview  have  been 
dropped  from  the  listing  which  follows.  Apparently, 
this  affected  only  one  particular  important  case. 


Local  managers  of  The  Stop  and  Shop  Companies, 
Inc.  could  not  provide  the  number  of  employees  at 
its  many  outlets  in  the  region  as  it  is  against  com- 
pany policy  to  release  this  information  to  the  public. 
PVPC  regrets  that  we  were  unable  to  include  this 
major  local  employer  in  our  listing  without  this 
information. 

The  address  of  each  employer  was  matched  to  the 
PVTA  transit  routes  in  the  Valley  Enterprises 
located  within  1/4  of  mile  of  a  bus  route  were 
labeled  as  being  transit  accessible.  The  headquar- 
ters was  used  for  this  purpose  in  cases  of  multiple 
location  employers. 

Tables 

The  395  Major  Employers  in  the  Inventory  are  listed 
twice.  The  first  list  is  alphabetical  by  the  name  of 
enterprise,  agency,  or  government  unit.  There  is 
only  one  entry  on  this  list  for  each  employer  regard- 
less of  the  number  of  locations  or  the  total  number 
of  employees.  For  employers  operating  at  multiple 
locations,  the  address  reported  is  either  the  desig- 
nated headquarters  of  the  firm  or  the  site  where  the 
largest  number  of  employees  work.  The  number  of 
employees  reported  in  this  list  is  the  total  of  em- 
ployees for  the  employer  at  all  sites  within  the 
Pioneer  Valley. 

There  is  a  short  list  of  20  additional  locations  for 
employers  vnth  more  than  50  full-time  employees  in 


communities  other  than  the  community  in  which 
the  headquarters  (or  largest  number  of  employees) 
are  working.  For  example,  Big  Y  Foods,  Inc.  has 
499  full-time  employees  in  the  Pioneer  Valley  and 
Springfield  is  reported  as  the  community  with  the 
largest  number  of  employees.  Big  Y  Foods,  Inc.  also 
has  50  or  more  employees  in  East  Longmeadow, 
Northampton,  and  Westfield,  each  of  which  is  listed 
on  the  "Additional  Locations"  list. 

There  second  long  listing  summarizes  all  395  Major 
Employers  by  community  Each  employer  is  listed 
once  and  is  reported  in  the  community  in  which 
either  the  headquarters  is  located,  or  the  largest 
number  of  employees  are  working.  Also  presented 
are  the  total  of  employees  and  the  percent  of  the 
total  that  are  working  in  each  community  A 
community  summary  is  provided  giving  the  number 
of  major  employers,  the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed by  the  major  employers  and  the  number  of 
major  employers  that  are  transit  accessible. 

The  final  table  is  summary  of  the  economic  sectors 
and  standard  industrial  classification  codes  repre- 
sented by  major  employers  in  the  Pioneer  Valley. 
The  listing  provides  the  sector,  and  three  digit 
breakdown  within  sectors  for  those  sectors  and  SIC 
codes  represented  by  at  least  one  major  employer  in 
the  Pioneer  Valley.  If  there  is  no  major  employer  in 
a  particular  SIC  code,  the  code  it  not  present  on 
this. 
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Additional  Data 


PVPC  can  supply  the  summary  data  in  these  lists  in 
machine  readable  form  on  diskette.  The  files  are 
typically  supplied  on  a  MS-DOS  high  density  3  1/2" 
floppy  diskette  in  Lotus  123,  dBase,  or  ASCII  format 
upon  request.  Other  file  formats  and  media  can  be 
accommodated  as  special  requests.
